KITCHENER'S RETURN. 


More Than 15,000 Troops Will Keep 


London Streets Clear. 


London. July 7.—Both the queen 


and the Prince of Wales will take 
active parts in the reception to 
be 


given to Lord Kitchener, but even the 
prospect of the coming of the conquer- 
ing hero has not given an incentive 
to business, which is at a very low 
ebb. 
The postponement of the coro- 


nation apparently had a distinctly bad 
effect on trade, and no revival is an- 
ticipated for some time. It has been 
decided to bring into London to keep 
the streets clear on the occasion of 
Lord Kitchener's homecoming, next 
Friday or Sturday, 500 cavalry and 
lO.OOu infantry, exclusive of the garri- 
son in London and the troops from 
Windsor and Hounsknv ,the 
whole 


making a total of more than 15,000. 
The colonial troops who came home 
from South Africa on ihe Bavarian 
are to be retained until after Lord 
Kitchener's arrival, and will, it is un- 
derstood, have a place in the general's 
reception, in which Indian and other 
colonial troops also may participate. 


Has To Cancel Engagements. 


Later—London, July 7.—Mr. Cham- 


berlain's injuries, although not dan- 
gerous, will probably detain him. in 
the house for the, remainder of the 
week. He has already cancelled all 
his engagements up to Thursday and 
it is extremely doubtful if he will be 
remitted to attend the coronation 
banquet to be held in the Guild hall on 
Friday, or the reception to Lord Kitch- 
ener Saturday, on his return 
from 


South Africa.

New York, Norfolk and Boston were 


strong competitors for the work. Thp 
secretary was finally influenced in his 
decision by these facts: 


That no less than two years' time 


would be required to bring the plant 
at the Boston navy yard up to a point 
tvhere it could undertake tho work of 
niilding a battleship; also that the 
$175,000 authorized by congress to be 
expended in making ready for the 
construction of the ship would be in- 
sufficient at Boston. 


At Norfolk, which made a better 


showing than Boston in figures, prin- 
cipally owing to the fact that labor 
s cheaper and the work could go on 
in the open air all the year around, it 
was 
discovered 
that 
the 
freight 


charges on the raw material from the 
iron mills to the navy yard were about 
:en per cent more than in the case 
of the New York yard, and in a ship 
weighing between 10,000 and 15.000 
tons, this increased cost would be con- 
siderable. 


Also in the case of Norfolk: it was 


feared that the demands for labor at 
the navy yard would have to be met 
[rom the private shipbuilding works 
in Virginia, and the result -would be 
to seriously retard the progress of 
work at those yards upon govern- 
ment ships. 


These considerations were believed 


by Secretary Moody to warrant the 
placing of the work at New York. 


It 
is the 
intention to start the 


working out of the detail plans imme- 
diately, and in the course of 
about 


eight months the keel plates will be 
laid at tho New York yard for the 
new battleship. 


While the above despatch will be 


disappointing to the friends 
of

Portsmouth navy yard, as it is quite 
evident that the honest claims of this 
station for the honor of building the 
battleship have not been given the care- 
ful consideration which it was hoped 
they would

INCREASE IN PRICES. 


What People Now Have to Pay For 


the Privilege of Living. 


''We certainly pay for the privilege 


of living these days." said a man to a 
reporter the other day. "Not only in 
the meat we used to eat, but now most- 
ly contemplate, increased greatly in 
price, but even the vegetables, which 
form an important part of the meal, 
have also advanced to a great extent." 


Investigation among the producers 


proved the truth of the gentleman's as- 
sertion, and revealed the fact that the 
products of garden, and field, with the 
exception ot potatoes, have risen in 
price Irom 25 to 20ti per cent, on the 
local market, in comparison with a 
corresponding period of last year. 


Beets, carrots 
and peas 
have ad- 


vanced 25 per cent., while onions have 
been sufficiently strong to assert them- 
selves for a similar raise. Those who 
prize "corned beef and cabbage" as an 
article of diet, besides meeting the in- 
creased cost of beef, are also obliged 
to stand for an increase of 25 per cent, 
in the price of cabbages. There has 
been a rise of at least 75 per cent, in 
the cost of tomatoes, while beans, par- 
snips and lettuce have taken a 50 per 
cent rise. Spinach is soaring above all 
the rest of the vegetables with an in- 
creased price of about 200 per cent., or 
$2 and $2.50 per barrel as opposed to 
50 cents per barrel at the same time 
last year.

TO SelliDi Mont Paying 
Goiemta! Tai. 


Each Held In Sum Of $200 Tor 


United States District Court. 


Dover. July 7.—The storm which in- 


variably folows a calm broke with sud- 
den and unexpected fury 
over 
the 


heads of the liquor dealers of this city 
today, and as a result the tranqui'.ity 
that has been enjoyed for the past 
several weeks by the dispensers of the 
ardent has been turned into a state of 
turmoil; and where yesterday, so to 
speak, all were resting apparently se- 
'•ure, today consternation prevails, and 
the end is not yet. 


All this disturbance in the ranks of 


:he local dealers was brought about by 
somebody making complaint to United 
States Disitrict Attorney Charles J. 
Hamblett of Nashua, last week, that 
A number of liquor dealers in. Dover 
were doing business without a United 
States revenue stamp. 


Mr. Hamblett, as a result, came here 


;his morning, accompanied by United 
States Marshal Eugene P. N'ute xof 
Parmington and United States Com- 
missioner John Kelley of Portsmouth, 
ind immediately commenced proceed- 
;ngs against 
the persons 
of whom 


lorn plaint had been 'made. 


Mr. Hamblett had twelve warrants 


against the following persons: Harry 
McNally.

Marsha! Nute, accompanied by Of- 


ficer Charles E. Stevens, notified all ol 
the above named people excepting Mr 
Guilrnett, who was out of town, that 
they were wanted to appear at the po- 
lice court room at 11:30 o'clock to an- 
swer to the charge o£ carrying on the 
business of liquor dealer between the 
first day of July, 1001, and the 30th oi 
June. 11)02. without 
'having paid 
a 


special tax therfor as required by law 


All excepting Mr. Guilrnett appeared 


at the court room as ordered, and each 
was arraigned before 
Commissioner 


John Kelley on the charge mentioned 
The complaints wcie sworn 
by Mr. 


Hamblett and drawn by J. B. Parkei 
of Nashua, United States commission- 
er. None of the respondents 'had coun- 
sel. 


All of the respondents pleaded not 


guilty and each was hold in the sum 
of $200 bonds for his appearance be- 
fore the grand jury 
at the 
United 


States district court to bo held at Lit- 
tleton the last Tuesday in August. 


It will be remembered that during 


the recent crusade against the liquor 
dealers, the local court held that the 
possession ot a United States revenue 
stamp was prim a facie evidence that 
the possessor was engaged in the sell- 
ing of malt 
and spirituous 
liquors. 


Immediately alter his decision many 
of the dealers hastened to Portsmouth 
ami had their stamps cancelled, 
it 


was said at the time fh'at there wa& 
an understanding between the collect- 
or and the stamp holders that the can- 
.•eUing of the stamp -would not put the 
holder under the ban of the United 
Stales l;iw. and that, so far as the 
government was concerned, the parties 
could keep on doing business. 


This was intimated by one of the 


respondents in court this 
morning, 


when he said that he hud his stamp 
cancelled but was told that it would 
be all right. Mr. HnmblcU smiled and 
tiaid: 


"I never told you that it would be all 


right, did 1?" 


The respondent Knid: 
"No, but 1 


supposed trom whflt 
they told

when 1 had it cancelled that it was all 
right." 


Mr. Hamblett said in conversation 


with a reporter alter court that every 
liquor dealer doing business without ;i 
stamp would be prosecuted to the full 
extent of the law.
